From the 1964 appropriation we have been able to 
purchase two 2% ton trucks.

For the past two years the Waldo County Commis- 
sioners have been paying for a Fireman’s Liability Insur- 
ance policy.

During the past year, the public health nurse, a 
member of the staff of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing, met community health needs in the following 
manner: 

Home visits were made to families in Liberty, under 
direction of their physicians, for the purpose of assisting 
patients in carrying out orders for treatment and care, 
helping with referrals to various divisions of the State 
Department and other agencies and promoting better 
understanding and improvement of individual and family 
health conditions. 

Two child health conferences, offering the services 
of the local doctor, nutritional and child care counseling 
by the public health nurse and protection of the children 
by immunization against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, polio and smallpox, have been well attended. 

Liberty is fortunate in having an enthusiastic, able 
group of volunteers to assist the public health nurse in 
carrying out the work of the child health conference 
and the school health program. 

A complete report of the school health program has 
been submitted to the Superintendent of School Adminis- 
trative District III. 

The nurse wishes to express appreciation to the 
volunteers, the town officials and school personnel for 
their help to her in successfully completing our com- 
munity health program.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE. 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annal Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Liberty -in the ‘Year 1965 


An organized program .to provide public health 
nursing service was carried out by the public health 
nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing. | 

The program was two-fold: to assist citizens of the 
community in preventing disease and disability and to 
help the ill in achieving rehabilitation and restoration of 
good health. 

Home visits were made to families in Liberty, under 
direction of their physicians, for the purpose of assisting 
patients in carrying out orders for treatment and care, 
helping with referrals to various divisions of the State 
Department and other agencies and promoting better 
understanding and improvement of individual and family 
health conditions. 

From birth to age five, children were seen with their 
parents, at the Liberty child health conference, which 
met three times during the year. These conferences were 
an opportunity for the parents to discuss their individual 
child care problems with the doctor and the nurse. The 
children received medical examinations from the doctor 
and they were offered protection by immunization a- 
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gainst diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio and 
smallpox. Measles vaccinations were offered at a special 
clinic. The public health nurse was available to families 
for counseling and guidance to meet known health needs. 

A complete report of the school health program has 
been submitted to the Superintendent of School Adminis- 
trative District III. 

Appreciation is extended to the health committee 
volunteers, the school personnel and town officials for 
their contribution of time and effort in helping the nurse 
to successfully complete our community health program.

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REPORT OF CHIEF 
Liberty Volunteer Fire Departmnt, Inc. 


Thus far this year, we have had a very good year. 
Few fires would indicate that everyone has been very 
careful with fire. Many thanks from all of us to all of you. 

Through the cooperation of the civil defense agency 
of Liberty, we were able to purchase a 2,000 gallon tank 
truck that will soon be in service in our department. 
Through volunteer labor, we have transferred the front 
mount pump from the 1945 4-wheel drive vehicle to 
the tank truck. This unit will give us a larger capacity 
for fires away from water sources. We still, of course, 
have the 1954 Chevrolet in service. These two trucks 
give us a water carrying capability of 2,500 gallons. We 
already have volunteers for the painting and outfitting 
of this truck. If I may say so, residents of Liberty can be 
proud of their fire equipment and their departmnt. We 
are much better equipped than many towns in the area. 

As you all know, we are all volunteer. I would like 
to take this opportunity to thank those who have worked 
with me in the past year, and hope to be able to serve you 
again next year. My officers have been: 


First Assistant Chief, Ralph Wing 
Second Assistant Chief, Edward Rousch 
Captain, Vernon Wyman 

First Lieutenant, Arthur Sprague 
Second Lieutenant, Desmond Knowlton. 


We have had very close cooperation with our town 
forest fire warden, Edward Rousch, and would like to 
thank him for his kind assistance on matters relating to 
forest and grass fires. 

We are members of the Waldo County Mutual Aid 
Association, as charter members. Your chief had the 
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honor of serving as the associations first president, and 
later as secretary. The membership now includes eight 
towns. We have a working agreement with Palermo, 
Washington, Montville and Appleton, outside of the 
mutual aid group. We enjoy good working relations with 
all those towns, so if needed, we could call on a lot of 
equipment.

This amounts to a considerable amount 
of time on the part of all concerned. . 

Once again this year, I am very pleased to call to 
your attention that the department has not had to call 
on the town for money to run the department. We were 
able to keep expenses down, so that our cash reserve 
will more than operate the department for the better 
part of next year. 

In response to questions, as to why no Chicken Bar- 
B-Que last July fourth; with the big celebrations going 
on around us, we were in a position where we were losing 
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money and a few of us had to chip in to pay off expenses. 
Thus, we decided to give up the idea. You can not com- 
pete with professional acts, such as Brooks had, and 
Marshalls Shore doesn’t have the room and we don’t 
have the money. We will have to come up with another 
idea to raise money. 

On town meeting day the fire house will be open, 
and all are welcome to come in and look over the new 
tank truck.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 


in Liberty in the -year 1967 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the division of Public Health Nursing, provided the 
community nursing service in the Town of Liberty. 

The nurse made forty-one visits to, or in behalf of, 
individuals living in Liberty. Twelve visits were made to 
plan for school or community health activities. 

Tuberculin skin tests were offered to pupils in the 
first and seventh grades. The nurse assisted Dr. Meldon 
Collins, the school physician, who tested fifty children. 

Forty-one school children received individual hear- 
ing tests using the audiometer machine. The nurse in- 
terpreted to the parents of the two children who demon- 
strated a hearing loss, the need to be under medical care. 

The nurse planned with the health committee mem- 
bers for a special measles immunization clinic. Sixty-two 
children between the ages of one and nineteen years 
received protection against measles by immunization. 

A child health conference was held in September, 
November and December with Meldon Collins, D. O., 
attending physician. Twenty-three children received 
physical examinations and were immunized against di- 
seases as needed. 

Liberty was one Head Start program center under 
the auspices of the Community Action Program of Waldo 
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County. Your nurse was assigned to the center and co- 
ordinated her nursing activity with Dr. Meldon Collings 
and the center’s personnel. 

Appreciation is extended to each volunteer worker 
who assisted in the community health program,

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1968 has seen a few changes in the Liberty 
Volunteer Fire Department. Through the efforts of its 
active membership, new equipment was put into service 
and an Ambulance Service was put into operation. 


The 1955 International tanker truck, purchased 
through Civil Defense funds, was converted to Fire duty 
with the addition of a front mount pump, addition of hose 
reel, and re-plumbing of the entire truck. We now have 
a 2000 gallon tanker in operation, in addition to the 
500 gallon 1954 Chevrolet. The 1945 four-wheeled drive 
Army type vehicle was turned over to the town. 


A Fireman’s Ball was held again this year but profit 
margin was very low. Only because of donated door 
prizes did we realize a profit. We are looking forward 
to a better year next year. 


As most of you know, the Funeral Home directors 
in Waldo County discontinued their Ambulance services 
as of July 1, 1968. This left Waldo County without an 
Ambulance Service. Liberty residents would have had 
to call Rockland, Camden, Waterville or Augusta to 
secure such a service. Several towns and the City of 
Belfast deemed it advisable to purchase and operate an 
Ambulance in their areas. Liberty could not secure 
service from any of these towns, aS we were too far 
away from those who had Ambulances. Through the 
efforts of several persons on the State and County Civil 
Defense staff, we were able to locate an ambulance in, 
the Town of Gorham. This unit was purchased through 
the Civil Defense account, and placed into service in 
early July. We were one of the first in Waldo County 
to have such a service. The Liberty Fire Department was 
charged by the Selectmen to operate the Ambulance. 
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The Liberty Ambulance Service came into being 
in late July, and the Board of Selectmen approved of the 
sale of subscriptions to aid in the maintenance and op- 
eration of this Ambulance unit. Subscription sales were 
authorized for the Towns of Palermo, Searsmont, and 
Montville. A working aggreement was proposed to the 
several towns, and to date only the Town of Palermo, 
through the efforts of Lee J ackson, Civil Defense Direct- 
or, and the Palermo Fire Department, has fulfilled this 
working plan. They have trained people to serve as 
attendants on calls in the Palermo area. 


Twenty-four people, men and women, in Liberty 
have taken and completed a course for Emergency Per- 
sonnel, as approved by the State of Maine, and now hold 
valid certificates. These people in Liberty constitute the 
staff of volunteers for the Ambulance. They have been 
trained in the proper care and handling of sick and in- 
jured persons, as well as receiving training in the proper 
removal of persons from wrecked automobiles. A refresh- 
er course is planned for these people next Spring or 
early Summer, thus keeping up to date on the very latest 
techniques in the First Aid field. I would like to take 
this opportunity to thank all those who have taken this 
course, and now man the Ambulance, and a special 
thank you to Dr. Hurwitz for his efforts in equipping 
our Ambulance. | 


We will back up Belfast Ambulance, and they will 
back up our Ambulance, in an Emergency, not transfers 
or litter calls; but as a pay as you go basis. This means 
that if our Ambulance is out on a call, and an emergency 
call comes in, Belfast will come out, but on a pay basis. 

In 1968 the Department responded to the following 
fire calls: | 


House - 3 Liberty, 1 out of town. 
Grass - 2 Liberty; 2 out of town. 
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Dump - 4 Liberty, 1 out of town. 
Chimney - 1 Liberty. 
Car - 1 Liberty. 

Total calls for 1968 - 15. 


Since June 27, 1968, the Liberty VFD Ambulance 
Service has responded to 19 calls, until January 27, 1969. 
This number is above the average predicted for a town 
the size of Liberty, based on national figures. With this 
as a guideline, we can expect between 25 and 30 calls 
within a 12 month period. 


Once again, the snow removal from in front of the 
Fire House has been taken care of by Carol Banks, and 
several members who have shoveled snow from in front 
of the doors. A thank you to all.

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The funds of the Liberty VFD Ambulance Service 
are kept separate from the regular Fire Department 
funds, thus any and all money credited to the Ambulance 
Account, is used only for Ambulance purposes. 


The only way we can keep the Ambulance in opera- 
tion, is the full support of the Townspeople of Liberty, 
and the area we are authorized to serve by your Board 
of Selectmen. As most of you know, the unit we are using 
now is a 1955 Cadillac, and this means it is 14 years old, 
and like all things, Ambulances do wear out and need 
repairs. Thus, we should be considering the day when 
we will have to purchase another ambulance unit, either 
a regular or conversion unit. In the meantime, this ambu- 
lance has to be maintained. 


It would seem that where people are willing to give 
of their time to man the ambulance; take the necessary 
training; it would be a shame to let the Service go on the 
rocks. If the voters of Liberty want an ambulance Service, 
your support in Town Meeting will be appreciated. We 
are asking for $500.00 to offset the many calls we have 
had already in Liberty where the patient either can’t 
or won't pay his bill. These are shared by residents and 
non-residents alike.

+ Your public health nurse;*a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her report 
of nursing services given to individuals, families, and 
community groups in Liberty during the year 1968. Re- 
ferrals for the services were received from individuals, 
families, physicians, school personnel, health committee 
members and other sources. The types of health problems 
varied ; the services provided, therefore varied in accord- 
ance to the need for them. They included nursing care of 
sick and handicapped patients, health supervision, and 
in some instances consultation. 

A total of twenty-six direct visits were made to 
persons in their homes. Twenty-two conferences were 
held with school personnel, town officials, physicians, 
social worker and health committee members in behalf 
of individual patients or health programs. 

Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry 
on the regime of care prescribed by their physician. 

Your nurse shared the planning and management of 
community activities with the Liberty Health Commttee. 
Three immunization clincs were held for pre-school and 
school age children. Physical examinations were given 
to children in grades two and five, and in the Head Start 
Program. Meldon Collins, D. O., was the attending physi- 
cian at these activities. 

Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel, 
regarding individual students. She discussed the school 
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health program with the parent and obtained the health 
history of each child as he registered for school.

REPORT OF THE 
LIBERTY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year ending December 31, 1969, the 
Liberty Volunteer Fire Department recorded one of its 
best years, with the lowest loss of property. The value 
loss was very low, thanks to continued careful use of 
fires by the Liberty residents. 

The Department responded to the following calls: 
Liberty — House: 5, Barn: 1, Grass: 2, Total - 8. 
Montville — Chimney: 1, Barn: 1, Total - 2. 

Total answered calls - 10. 

We continued to have mutual aid agreements with 
Palermo, Belmont, Searsmont, Washington, Appleton, 
Montville, Morrill, Brooks, Northport, Jackson, Waldo, 
and Lincolnville. Several of the above towns are mem- 
bers of the Waldo County Mutual Aid Association. 
Liberty is a paid member of that association. 
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We had a Fireman’s Ball, the first of which was a 
flop, but the second try proved to be a success. The Curly 
O’Brien show was also sponsored by the Deparment. 

We had no loss of equipment, and thus no outlay of 
funds were required to replace same. Routine mainten- 
ance was at a minimum, so we are able to enter another 
year without asking for money in Town Meeting. 

At this time, I would like to thank those line officers 
who have helped to make the department operate for 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE 
LIBERTY VFD AMBULANCE SERVICE 


As you all know, in 1968, we found ourselves in the 
ambulance business. Several changes have been made 
since that first call in the 1955 Cadillac ambulance. 

We have upgraded our equipment by 5 years to a 
1960 Cadillac, that has been painted red and white, and 
put into service by the volunteer members of the ambu- 
lance service. 

We have 25 trained volunteers who man the ambu- 
lance, all of which hold a Red Cross advanced first aid 
certificate, which will be renewed once in three years, 
as required. Several have completed a course in extrac- 
tion of injured persons from motor vehicles, as offered 
by the Maine Highway Safety Committee. At least one 
has completed the emergency medical technical course 
as offered by the College of Orthopedic Surgeons, of- 
fered each year at Harvard College. 

Further training will be offered in the near future 
for those interested in taking the course for a second 
time, or for those taking the course for the first time. 
Anyone interested should contact the department of 
their desires. You do not have to be a member of the 
fire department to work on the ambulance, but should 
have a genuine interest in first aid, and serving on the 
ambulance service. 

We are in the process of adding long and short back 
boards, manufactured by Edward Rousch, a member of 
the fire department. We hope to add several new splints, 
and miscellaneous first aid equipment this year. As 
always, we will be on the look out for newer ambulances 
and when they come along, providing we have the funds, 
we will continue to upgrade our unit. 

There has been much said this year about licenses

required for municipal ambulances. I can assure you that 
the Liberty Ambulance Service will be licensed as soon as 
the Governor’s Advisory Committee can agree on re- 
quirements, and get the necessary paper work competed. 
We have been asked to aid in the formulation of those 
requirements, aS an operating service. At this time there 
are no guide lines of any type to go by in licensing units, 
how this will be accomplished, who will handle the 
licensing, etc. We will continue to provide service to the 
residents of Liberty, Montville, Searsmont, Belmont and 
Palermo. 

During the year January 1, 1969 to December 1 
1969, the ambulance responded to the following calls: 

Liberty-29; Montville-12; Palermo-5; Searsmont-12; 
and Belmont-2. Total calls answered - 60. Total highway 
miles traveled - 3517 in 1969. Since we started in June, 
1968, we have answered 71 calls and traveled 4286 
miles. We have handled heart attact, broken bones, 
hemorrhaging, transfers, and taxi runs. We have traveled 
to Thayer Hospital, Waterville; Augusta General, Au- 
gusta; Seton Hospital, Waterville; Osteopathic, Water- 
ville; Knox General, Rockland; Camden Community, 
Camden; Waldo County, Belfast; Togus V.A.., Togus; 
Gardiner General, Gardiner. 

We have an agreement with the Waldo County 
Sheriff’s Department to cover highway accidents in our 
area for them. Our two-way radio is on the sheriff’s 
frequency, thus giving us communications to all 16 count- 
ties in Maine. We art one of four in Maine that has this 
communications set up. 

We are in the process of trying to sell the 1955 
Cadillac Ambulance as we have no provisions for storage 
for that unit. A second unit, as aback up, would be of 
some help when the primary unit is out on a call, but we 
have only had four instances where both ambulances 
have been out at the same time. 
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Of course those four times both units were needed, 
but the odds are very slim that we would need the second 
unit all the time. If our calls increase in number some- 
thing will have to be done to secure a second unit. How- 
ever, at this time the sale of the 1955 unit seems in order. 

During the year, the six municipal ambulance 
services formed the Waldo County Ambulance Associa- 
tion. This group will represent the Waldo County units 
in Augusta on pending legislation, and in the securing 
of federal funds for purchase of new equipment. To this 
date the federal money has not been granted to the State 
of Maine, pending licensing. 

At this time I would like to thank all those who 
man our ambulance unit, Raymond Banks for the use of 
his garage for unit storage, and his time taken to paint 
the ambulance for us. Douglas Banks and Sewell Colby 
assistant administrators of the service, and all those who 
have given their support throughout the past year. I 
hope that we have been able to provide a service to the 
community, and that everyone will continue to support 
this worthwhile service. It is only through the continued 
support of the Liberty residents that we can continue 
as an organized, equipped service. 

Anyone wishing to subscribe to the ambulance for 
$4.00 per year for their family, may do so at any time. 
Liberty subscriptions expire September 30 of each cal- 
endar year. Our regular fee is $20.00 per trip, transfers 
are 55¢ per mile after 55 miles. 

Anyone needing the ambulance should call the red 
line number and ask for the ambulance. That number is 
589-2726. This number should be posted by the phone 
for easy reference.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 


Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Liberty in the Year of 1969 


Public health nursing service was provided by a staff 
member of the Division of Public Health Nursing. The 
constant goal of the program is the promotion of health 
through education, prevention of disease, and rehabili- 
tation of individuals and their families. Home visits, 
school and community activities vary according to the 
town’s changing needs. This year home bound patients 
who needed professional nursing care were served by 
the Mid-Coast Home Health Agency. 

Thirty infant and pre-school age children not under 
the supervision of a private physician are registered by 
the child health conference committee. This year nine- 
teen children received medical examination and health 
counseling. Each child was given immunization as pro- 
tection against disease as recommended by the attending 
physician, Meldon G. Collins, D. O. 

Twenty-eight home visits to patients and families 
and twenty consultation visits to physicians, school per- 
sonnel and others were made to assist persons in prevent- 
ing disease and disability, and to help those with health 
problems in achieving maximum health. Twelve refer- 
rals were accepted from families, physician, school 
personnel and others. Visits involving treatment or 
preventive measurer were made under the direction of 
a physician. Ten patients were discharged with health 
problems resolved. 
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Your nurse discussed the school health program 
with parents and obtained the health history of each 
child as part of pre-school registration. 

One hundred persons attending kindergarten, sev- 
enth grade and school employees were given a skin test 
for the detection of tuberculosis. This represents two 
school years. All were negative. 

Three clinics were held at the school where immuni- 
zation agaist disease was given to children whose parents 
requested this service. The number of school age children 
needing a complete immunization series is decreasing, 
as an increasing number of children are being immunized 
before starting school. 

All immunizations as given in the total health pro- 
gram are summarized as follows:

REPORT OF THE 
LIBERTY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT, INC. 


During the year ending December 31, 1970, the fire 
department recorded one of its best years, with one of 
the lowest loss of property. This can be attributed to 
the careful use of fire by the residents of Liberty, and the 
upgrading of heating systems in the home. No house 
fires were reported this year, and only one barn fire. 


The department responded to 11 calls from January 
1, to December 31, 1970. The largest number 9 were in 
Liberty, with only 2 out of town calls. The breakdown is 
as follows: 


Liberty: Grass 4; Dump 1; Barn 1; Slash 1; Gas 
Spill 1; Chimney 1. 

Montville, Garage 1. 

Palermo, Grass 1. 
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We continue to have a mutual aid agreement with 
Palermo, Montville, Searsmont, Washington, Appleton, 
Belmont, Morrill, Brooks, Northport, Jackson, Lincoln- 
ville and Waldo. We are also a member of the Waldo 
County Mutual Aid Association. 


Our two units are operating and have had no major 
breakdowns, just the usual routine maintenance. Thus 
this year, once again, we do not have to ask for operating 
funds. 


At this time I would like to thank my fellow officers 
for the past year: 


Assistant Chief - Ralph Wing 
Assistant Chief - Edward Rousch 
Captain - Vernon Wyman 
Lieutenant - Douglas Banks 
Lieutenant - Reginald Andrews. 


Also I would like to thank Carol Banks for his snow 
removal from in front of the fire house. Those who have 
shoveled out the doors. Those who have supported our 
fund raising campaigns and helped at the fires. 


As most of you know, a few years ago, the members 
of the fire department painted the interior of the fire 
house. During the past few months, the roof has begun 
to leak. The water that is running down through the 
roof is staining the new paint applied by volunteer 
members. Thus, there is an article in the warrant to see 
if the town will shingle the building. This is badly needed. 
Unless some action is taken in the very near future, the 
leaks will become worse, and then when the roof is 
shingled, many damaged boards will be in need of re- 
placement. 


There is also an article regarding the red line phone. 
This, as you well know, is the number used to reach 
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either the fire department or the ambulance. With our 
present phone arrangement, I don’t feel that prompt 
service can be given the residents of Liberty without 
this red line phone system. This rings in on Six (6) 
phones. If we did not have the red system, six different 
numbers would have to be published. Service would not 
be as fast as it is now. 


Insurance on the firemen is already included in our 
county tax. We do not have to take action on this in 
town meeting. The county commissioners have figured 
the cost share for Liberty into our county tax. 


Insurance on the trucks has been included in the 
town office and administrative account for the past sev- 
eral years. This is applied to the town fleet policy, and 
saves money by this method. I am asking that this means 
of providing insurance on the fire vehicles be continued. 
The only insurance on the vehicles is liability. 

Please give these matters consideration.

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REPORT OF THE LIBERTY 
VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE SERVICE. INC. 


The year 1970 proved to be a banner year for this 
volunteer service. We filed corporation papers in eariy 
March, and on March 11 they were recorded in Belfast, 
and on March 20 they were recorded in Augusta. 


Most of the original staff of 25 have filed for their 
licenses and those who have not are in the process of 
doing so. 


We are now licensed as an ambulance service by the 
Department of Health and Welfare, Division of EKmer- 
gency Medical Services. 


From January 1, to December 31, 1970 we res- 
ponded to 57 calls. The breakdown is as follows. 


Liberty, 25 
Montville, 6 
Palermo, 8 
Searsmont, 12 
Belmont, 3 
Washington, 2 
Appleton, 1 


On those 57 calls for 1970, we covered 3024 high- 
way miles. Since we went into service in June of 1968, 
we have responded to 131 calls and have covered 7310 
highway miles. We have made runs to Waldo County 
General, Belfast; Augusta General, Augusta; Knox Gen- 
eral, Rockland; Thayer, Seaton, and Osteopathic, in 
Waterville; Togus VA Center, Togus; and Bath Hospital, 
Bath. Also, the Eastern Maine Medical Center in Bangor. 


During the year, Ed Rousch completed the long and 
short back boards for us, and they are now in use. We 
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also added a resuscitation bag to our equipment list. 
This is a unit that is hand operated and is used in cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation. 


Miscellaneous equipment has been added, but not of 
a major item, only routine supplies. 


The classification of Personnel has changed from 
driver attendant to emergency medical technician. This 
was brought about by the National Transportation Act, 
which shows through a nationwide study that those 
people who have taken training to operate and man the 
many ambulance services have a greater knowledge 
than the old time driver-attendant, who simply placed 
an injured person on the ambulance cot and then rode to 
the hospital in the front seat, leaving the injured person 
to ride at the mercy of the driver. If he was thrown from 
the cot, that was one of those things. Today’s technician 
has extensive training in bandaging, bleeding control, 
splinting, child birth, moving of injured people, and 
correct transportation of the injured. Included is training 
in the removal of trapped persons from wrecked auto, 
and cardio pulmonary resuscitation. Which for those who 
don’t know, is closed chest heart massage, coupled with 
mouth to mouth breathing. As you can see, just anyone 
can no longer take an ambulance and get a person to the 
hospital. We are regulated by law. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
following people for their help and patience in the past, 
for all they have done to make this service to Liberty 
and the surrounding area a success.
